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May Day and Union Square 


Every worker will be filled with joy at the news that the right to 
Union Square on May Day has been maintained. Because New York 
exercises such influence upon the general national trend of affairs, this 
question of Union Square had become an issue of national importance. 
The withdrawal of the police order that the Communists are “for- 
bidden to hold mass meetings in the street or to indulge in any parades 
or demonstrations” is a real victory, resulting from the firm policy 
of the revolutionary working class organizations and their mass mob- 
ilization for May Day. The tradition of May Day has been worthily 
upheld and advanced. 


The importance of victory in the fight for Union Square, must not 


_ become the basis of any “fetishism” connected with particular loca- 


tions, If in the struggle for Union Square the workers should be 
driven out by the military force of the police, this would be the kind 
of “defeat” that prepares the ground for future victories; for the po- 
lice it would be a Pyrhic victory—always provided the workers had 
not run away from the struggle, provided a real and earnest effort had 
been made to maintain former conquests. Workers must not be afraid 
to face the possibilities of such “defeats,” for we are still not in the 
immediate period in this country when armed battles for possession of 
the streets are on the order of the day. 


Instead of “defeat,” however, victory without qualification has 
been the result of this particular battle. The political mass pressure 
of the workers, headed by an unfaltering leadership, following a clear 
and undeviating line based upon the battle of March 6th, has brought 
its fruits. The workers may well feel a glow of satisfaction at the 
results up to date of the struggle. 

And with what contempt must all workers look upon the “heroes” 
of the renegades, who, through the mouth of Gitlow, made their su- 
preme bid for leadership in a call for “retreat,” in their whines about 
“avoiding a battle at all costs,” precisely at the crucial moment of 
the struggle, when their intervention was a direct and open help to 
Policeman Whalen and the fascists. Let eternal disgrace rest upon 
the head of each and every one of these traitors! 

The battle of May Day, however, is not over. It is only well begun. 

Now it is the task to take full advantage of our preliminary vic- 
tory for a wider mass mobilization than has yet been seen. The slight- 
est tendency to relax in our work, the “rest on our laurels,” must be 
uprooted and thrown out. What we have won so far is merely the 
opportunity to work more energetically, to broaden our mass work, 
to deepen our organizations, to scatter farther our political slogans, 
to mobilize greater masses. New York has its lesson for every city

A “Russian” Army in New 
York 


How many workers know that there is a “Russian Army” in New 
York? 


No, this “Russian Army” is not a part of that “Bolshevik inva- 
sion” of which Matthew Woll has nightmares. This one has the bless- 
ings of Woll, Green, Norman Thomas, Otto Kahn, Whalen, Vanderbilt, 
Astor, Morgan, et al. It is a “White Russian Army,” remnants of 
the Czar’s instrument of oppression and plunder. It is an army against 
the Soviets. And it is organized and paid by the state of New York. 

This body is part of the Ninth Regiment of the National Guard. 
The New York Times gives us many interesting details about it. With 
only two non-Russians in it, this battery of artillery, under Lieutenant 
Peter Rodyenko, “is enlisting many fine young Russian exiles.” 


These “fine young Russians” (who “had all served in the World 
War, many as officers”) include such “celebrities” as the “sons of 
Generals Lehovich and Dinnissoff, of Colonels Pantukoff and Duncan, 
widely known in Old Russia.” “There are a few Cossacks!” “Many 
of them wear the Cross of St. George, which was the highest military 
honor the Czar could bestow.” 


This is only one little sample of how U. S. imperialism, making 
use of the offscourings of Czarism as strikebreakers in this country, 
at the same time prepares these “picked men” for the coming assault 
against the Soviet Union. : 


Fish Wants. An 
“Investigation” 


No concern for the suffering of the over 7,000,000 unemployed 
workers, but an investigation of the activities of the Communist Party 
which leads the struggle of the unemployed for “work or wages’’—this 
is the proposal now before congress. By adopting the resolution to in- 
vestigate “communist activities,” as proposed by Congressman Hamil-

The wotkers, however, are fighting back. They refuse to accept 
this worsening of their conditiorfs. They turn to the Communist Party 
for leadership in the counter attacks which they are now launching 
against the bosses.

Jailing of Leaders Is Blow 


PEN MOUNTS T0 to Jobless Millions, Says 
MORE THAN 30 the Communist Party 


Statement Calls on Workers Everywhere to 
‘ Protest Imprisonment 


Redouble Efforts to Build Mass Movement of 
Working Class 


| The Central Committee of the 
Communist Party yesterday issued 
‘a statement on the imprisonment 
‘for three years of Comrades Fos- 
‘ter, Minor, Amter and Raymond and 
\for thirty days of Comrade Lesten. 
‘The statement denounces this im- 
‘prisonment as -a_ class’ verdict 
against the workers, a blow against 
the unemployed millions, a threat 
against the May Day demonstra- 
lion, a part of the whole policy of 
the capitalist class to put the bur- 
dens of the economic crisis upon 
the shoulders of the working class. 
The statement calls upon the work- 
rs everywhere to protest against 
these imprisonments, by meetings 
and resolutions, and above all by re- 
doubled efforts in building up the 
mass organizations of the workers, 
the revolutionary trade unions, the 
circulation of the Daily Worker and 
by strengthening the Communist 
Party. 

The statement follows: 

“The capitalist courts have rail- 
roaded Comrades Foster, Minor, 
Amter and Raymond to prison for 
three years, and Comrade Lesten for 
thirty days. This is the logical 
sequel to the clubbings and blood- 
letting by the police on Unioi 
Square on March 6, It is a par 
of the answer of the capitalist class 
'to the demand for “Work or Wages” 
| of the seven million unemployed 
\avorkers in the.. United. States. It 
‘is a class verdict of the capitalists 
|against the workers. 

“At the same time the verdict 
| is a sign of the panic of fear of 
| the capitalists in face of the ris- 
| ing mas§ movement of the work- 
ers, who suffer from the enormous 
burdens of the economic crisis. 
Capitalism can no longer feed the 
people. It stands in fear before 
the hungry masses. It hopes to 
insure its continued life by ter- 
rorizing the workers; it hopes to 
prevent the organization of the 
masses; it hopes to separate the 
masses from their leadership in 
the Communjst Party, the only 


party that speaks for and leads 
into struggle the suffering toil- 
ers. 

“The verdict was at the same 
time a blow delivered in advance 
at the May Day demonstration, at 
which our comrades were to de- 
liver the message of the Communist 
Party. : 

“Capitalism knows only one road 
out of its crisis; that is by inten- 
sifying its oppression of the work- 
ers and its preparations for war.

Proceeding from these directives of Lenin, 
the C. C., in its decision “on the tempo of 
collectivization (see “Pravda” 6th of Jan- 
vary), recorded that (a) the chief form of 
the collective economy movement at the pres- 
ent moment is the agricultural production co- 
operative (artel); that (b) in view of this 
fact it is necessary to draw up a model sta- 
tute for agricultural production cooperatives 
as the chief form of the collective economy 
movement; that (c) “decreeing” the collective 
economy movement from above and playing 
with collectivization must not be permitted in 
our practical work. 

That means that we must now direct our 
course not to the communes but to the agri- 
cultural production cooperatives as the chief 
form of collective economic construction; that 
it must not be permitted to spring over the 
agricultural production cooperative immediate- 
ly into the commune; that one must not sub- 
stitute the mass movement of the peasants to 
the collective farms by “decreeing” collective 
farms, by “playing at collective economy.” 

That seems to be clear. And what actually 
transpired? It appeared that some of our 
comrades, intoxicated by the first successes 
of the collective economy movement, forgot 


both the directives of Lenin and the decisions’ 


of the C. C. Instead of organizing a mass 
movement for the agricultural production co- 
operatives, these comrades commenced to lead 
over the individual peasant farms immediately 
to the commune. Instead of consolidating the 
forms of movement to the agricultural pro- 
duction cooperative, they began with compul- 
sion to “socialize” the small cattle and poultry, 
the milch cows which are not producing any 
commodity for the market, and the dwelling 
houses. The results of this haste, which is im- 
permissible for a Leninist, are now known to 
all. As a rule there were of course no stable 
communes created; on the other hand, how- 
ever, a number of agricultural production co- 
operatives got out of hand. It is true, “beau- 
tiful” resolutions remained, but what was the 
use of them? 


Therein lies the third mistake in the col- 
lective economy movement. 

Third question: How did these mistakes arise 
and how must the Party correct them? 

Answer: They arose on the basis of our 
rapid successes in the sphere of the collective 
farm movement. Successes often go to one’s 
head. They. not infrequently evoke excessive 
self-confidence and self-conceit. This can eas- 
ily happen to representatives of a party which 
is in power, especially of such a Party as our 
Party, whose power and authority aré almost 
immeasurable. In this respect cases of Com- 
munist presumptiousness, against which Lenin 
fiercely fought, are quite possible. In this 
respect belief in the omnipotence of decrees, 
of resolutions is altogether possible. In this 
respect the danger of the revolutionary mea- 
sures of the Party being converted into empty 
bureaucratic decrees by individual representa- 
tives of the Party in this or that corner of eur 
vast country is very real. In this respect I 
have in mind not only local functionaries, but 
also district functionaries as well as members 
of the C. C. “Communist presumptiousness” 
—said Lenin—“means that a man who is a 
member of the Communist Party and has not 
yet been purged from it, imagines he can 
solve all his tasks by Communist decrees.” 
(Volume XVIII. Russian edition, ist part, 
Pages 384 to 385.) 

It was upon this basis that there arose the 
mistakes in the collective farm movement, the 
distortions of the Party line in the building 


-up of collective economy. 


Wherein lies the danger of the mistakes and 
distortions if they are continued in the future, 
if they are not rapidly and completely eradi- 
cated? 

The danger lies in the fact that these mis- 
takes lead us directly to a disintegration of 
the collective farm movement, to estrangement 
from the middle peasants, to the disorganiza- 
tion* of the village poor, to confusion in our 
ranks, to weakening of our whole socialist con- 
struction, to the restoration of the kulaks. In 
short, these mistakes have a tendency to divert 
us from the path of consolidating the alliance 
with the main mass of the peasantry, from 
the path of consolidating the proletarian dic- 
tatorship, to the path of breach with the 
masses, to the path df undermining the prole- 
tarian dictatorship. 

This danger made its appearance in the sec- 
ond half of February, at the same moment 
when a portion of our comrades, blinded by 
the previous sucéesses, rapidly departed from 
the Leninist path. The C.C. of the Party rec- 
ognized this danger and did not hesitate to 
intervene in the matter by instructing Stalin 
to warn the comrades in“a special article on 
the collective farm movement. Many believe 
that the article, “Many are being Rendered 
Giddy by the Successes” was written on the 
personal initiative of Comrade Stalin. That 
of course is only empty talk. We do not have 
a Central Committee in order to leave such a 
matter to the personal initiative of anybody. 
A very thorough investigation was made by 
the C.C. And when the extent of the mistakes 
was ascertained, the C.C. did not hesitate to 
proceed with the whole force of its authority 
against the mistakes by publishing its famous 


~ decision of March 15, 1930. 


It is difficult to stop people when proceeding 
at a rapid pacé to bring them back to 
the right way and to reform the ranks while 
on the march. But our Party calls itself the 
Party of Lenin precisely because it possesses 
sufficient elasticity to overcome such difficul- 
ties. And it has in the main already over- 
come these difficulties. The most important 
matter now is to display manliness, to recog- 
nize one’s mistakes and to find sufficient 
strength to liquidate them in the shortest pos- 
sible time. To be afraid to recognize mis- 
takes after the intoxication of the recent suc- 
cesses, fear of self-criticism, unwillingness, 
rapidly and determinedly to correct the mis- 
takes, therein lies the chief difficulty. We 
must_overcome these difficulties, and discard 
the inflated statistics and the bureaucratic 
exaggerations; we must turn our attention to 
the tasks of the organizational-economic con- 
struction of collective farms in order that 
there shall not remain any trace of the mis- 
takes. There is no reason whatever to doubt 
that the Party has, in the main, already over- 
come this dangerous difficulty. 

“All revolutionary parties”—said Lenin— 
“which have collen--4 hitherto. collapsed be- 


cause they became presumptious and failed 
to see wherein lies their strength, because 
they feared to speak of their weaknesses. 

We, however, have not perished, because we 
are not afraid to speak of, our weaknesses 
and we learn to overcome our weaknesses.” 

(Volume XVIII, 2nd part, page 59.) 

We must not forget these words of Lenin. 

Fourth question: Is not the struggle against 
the distortion of the Party line a step back- 
ward, a retreat? . 

Answer: Of not. Only people who 
regard a continuation of mistakes and distor- 
tions as an advance, but consider the fight 
against the mistakes to be a retreat, can speak 
here of a retreat. To advance by piling up 
mistakes and distortions—this is really a 
splendid “advance.” 

We set up the agricultural proluction co- 
operatives as a fundamental form of the col- 
lective farming movement at the given mo- 
ment, for which purpose we issued a model 
statute as instructions for the work of colles- 
tive econdOmic construction. Are we retreat- 
ing in face of this matter? Of course not. 
We demanded the consolidation of the produc- 
tion-alliance (Smytchka) of the working class 
and the village poor with the middle peasant 
as the basis of the collective economy move- 
ment. Are we abandoning this matter? Of 
course not. We set up the slogan of liquidat- 
ing the kulak as a class as the chief slogan of 
our practical work in the village at the given 
moment. Are we abandoning this matter? Of 
course not. 

Alre@dy in January, 1930, we 
definite pact for the collectivization of the 
agriculture of the Soviet Union, by dividing 
the districts of the Soviet Union into definite 
groups and laying down a special tempo for 
each group. Are we abandoning this? Of 
course not. 

Where is there 
all this? 

We desire that people who permit mistakes 
and distortions shall abandon their errors. We 
want the muddleheads to retreat froni their 
confusion to the position of Leninism. We 
want this, as only under this condition can the 
real attack on our class enemies be continued. 
Does that mean that we thereby take a step 
backwards? Of course not. It only means 
that we wish to make a proper attack and not 
a muddleheaded play at attack. 

Is it not clear that only fools and “Left” 
exaggeraters ean regard such an attitude of 
the Party as a retreat. 

People who talk about retreat do not under- 
stand at least two things. 

1. They do not know the laws of attack. 
They do not understand that an attack with- 
out consolidation of the captured positions is 
an attack which is doomed to failure. When 
can an attack. say in the military sphere, be 
successful? When people do not confine them- 
selves to a big forward movement but at the 
same time endeavor to consolidate the cap- 
tured positions, to regroup their forces in ac- 
cordance with the changed state of affairs, to 
see about the reserves, to develop the connec- 
tion with the rear. Why is all this necessary? 
In order to guard against being taken by sur- 
prise, to lquidate breaches in the front 
against which no single attack is insured, and 
in this manner to prepare to settle the enemy 
completely. The mistake of the Polish armies 
in the year 1920, if one considers only the mili- 
tary side of the matter, consisted in the ne- 
glect of this rule. This is the reason, among 
others, why after having advanced in a great 
mass as far as Kiev, they were compelled to 
retreat in equally great masses to Warsaw. 
The mistake of the Soviet armies in the year 
1920, if one again considers only the military 
side of the matter, was that they repeated the 
mistake of the Poles in their attack on War- 
saw. 

The same thing can be said regarding the 
laws of attack on the front of the class strug- 
gle. One cannot conduct a successful attack 
having as its object the liquidation of the class 
enemy, without consolidating the captured 
positions, .without regrouping one’s forces, 
without securing the front with reserves, with- 
out protecting the rear, etc. The whole fact 
of the matter is that the muddleheads do not

2. They do not understand the class na- 
ture of attack: They shout about attack. But 
against which class, in alliance with which 
class is the attack carried out?

It appears that our Left exaggerators wish 
to emulate Don Quixote, 
Fifth question: What is 


the chief danger, 
the Right or the “Left”? 


Answer: With us, the chief danger is the 
Right. Does this contradict the well-known 
thesis in the decision of the C.C. of March 


15, 1930, that the misiakes and distortions of 
the “Left” exaggerators are now the chief 
hindrance to the collective farm movement? 
No. The fact is that the mistakes of the “Left” 
exaggerators in this sphere of the collective 
farm movement are such that they create fav- 
orable conditions for strengthening and con- 
solidating the Right deviation in the Party. 
Why? Because these mistakes present the 
line of the Party in a wrong light—they serve 
therefore to discrelit the Party—and conse- 
quently render easier the fight of the Right 
elements against he leadership of the Party. 
The discrediting 6f the Party leadership is the 


same elementary basis on which alone the 
fight of the Right deviations against the Party 
can be cenducted. The “Left” exaggerators 
with their mistakes and distortions furnish 
the Right deviators with this basis. There- 
fore, in order to fight suecessfully against 
Right opportunism we must evercome the mis- 
takes of the Left opportunists, Objeectively, 


the Left exaggerators are allies of the Right 
deviators. 

That is the peculiar connection between

The inlustrial output in the United States 
dropped fifteen per cent in November as com- 
pared with May and the rate of decline was 
greater in November than it had been in the

ers. To preserve the dividends, each indivi- 
dual worker is speeded up to the utmost so that 
the greatest possible output may be obtained 
with the least possible amount of labor power. 
As a resulc, the permanent army of unemployed 
is constantly growing, which automatically 
helps capital to squeeze down the general wage 
level. In addition to that, the centralized or- 
ganizations of big exploiters in the various 
spheres systematically slash the workers’ 
wages and cut down expenses on safety meas- 
ures, labor insurance, etc. Dissatisfaction is 


under this fierce pressure. Ua time goes on, 
the workers are bound to defend themselves 
because they are not only suffering from the 
curse of the present starvation wage, but also 
from the menace of further cuts, unemploy- 
ment and the fear of unemployment, in brief, 
from the precariousness of their own existence. 


Unier such conditions the workers cannot 
help becoming “radical” and being in favor of 
a more irreconcilable class struggle. Ferment 
is beginning. Labor is beginning to strike, no 
longer allowing itself to be checked by the re- 
actionary labor leaders, corrupted by the bour- 
geoisie. The strikes in Gastonia and Illinois, 
etc., are forerunners of big battles. But a strike 
is, in the opinion of capital, now a “sin against 
the holy ghost.” The bourgeoisie is now dis- 
closing how beastly it really is when a strike 
hits its pocket. Class terror gains in ferocity 
in the factories, the streets, the courts, and 
all over the country. Bourgeois class rule in 
every country is more and more becoming naked 
and bloody fascist tyranny. This is the more 
so in time of strikes and demonstrations ef the 
unemployed (Gastonia, New York). Therefore, 
under conditions when the tension of class an- 
tagonism is unboundel, many strikes, which 
apparently break out on comparatively slight 
pretexts, may become of great political im- 
portance, and suddenly turn into powerful 
class combats. As ferment is increasing and 
growing, the political mass strike is placed on 
the order of the day. Under such conditions 
the struggle between the working class and 
the capitalist class for power inevitably comes’ 
to the forefront. The fighting experience of 
the working class grows in these conflicts, so 
does its hardened organizational strength and 
its revolutionary consciousness. The trend of 
the revolutionary labor movement is generally 
heightened in these struggles. : 


The development of the third period which 
has recently begun proceeds in this direction. 
It leads the working class to great and bitter 
struggles in which victory is undoubted, which 
victory, however, cannot be secured without 
the greatest exertion of forces and the heaviest 
sacrifices.

These latter are the scum of the working 
class—sycophants (A. F. of L. bureaucrats), 
grafters (almost all of them), terrorists, rack- 
eteers, traitors. 

Democracy is a sham under capitalism and 
in its transition to fascism (the germ of which 
was inherent in capitalism and now under the 
proper conditions is developing in the United 
States, being in full bloom in some other coun- 
tries) is clearly visible in Herbert Hoover and 
his predecessor, Calvin Coolidge—fascist lead- 
ers in the United States. 

“If dmeocracy is to assure its authority it 
must stimulate leadership from its own mass,” 
continues the fascist Hoover (Quite a contra- 
diction to what he said above about the crowd

Yellow Dog Grows Uslier 


By SOLON DE LEON. 


ELLOW dog, the employers’ house pet, is 
not only getting older, he is also growing 

uglier as the years roll on. Court decisions, 
drenched in capitalist class interests and in- 
creasingly highly spiced with capitalist dic- 
tatorship, are the diet on which he is develop- 
ing savageness. 

When first born, yellow dog’s bark was much 
worse than his bite. He took the form of a 
contract which a man or woman seeking work 
was required to sign. This contract stated that 
“in consideration of employment,” the worker 
agreed, as long as he toiled for that particular 
boss, never to join a union. 

What worker, with the whip of hunger play- 
ing over his shoulders, would not sign such ® 
contract to get bread? Promises extorted by 
force have been recognized not as binding, from 
time beyond the memory of man. So the unions 
laughed at yellow dog, and went on organizing. 

Then suddenly yellow dog developed teeth. 
In 1908 the Hitchman Coal and Coke Co. of 
West Virginia discovered that a number of its 
supposedly safely yellow-dogged miners had 
been secretly organized into the union. The 
company hailed the union officers to court. 
They were found guilty of “inducing breach 
of contract” and sentenced to jail. On appeal 
the United States Supreme Court upheld the 
sentences. 

The next step in yellow dog’s growing ugli- 
ness was to have it declared punishable to or- 
ganize yellow dogged men even if they quit 
the boss upon joining the union. This is the 
basic point in the Red Jacket Coal Co. injunc- 
tion in West Varginia in 1922. For uphold- 
ing this injunction, as well as for other ser- 


vices to capital, Judge John J. Parker is now 
being elevated to the United States Supreme 
Court. é ,

The latest stage of yellow dog madness ha 
been reached in the town of Nazareth, Pa 
When the Kraemer Hosiery Mills there in 
stalled the yellow dog contract, ‘the worke 
struck. The union sent in two representatives 
who launched a local campaign against yellow 
doggery. 

The Kraemer company, in the best capi- 
talist tradition of 1930, rushed to court. And 
the court, also in the best capitalist tradition, 
granted “the relief prayed for.” Judge Russell 
C. Stewart ruled that the hosiery company had 
a right to extort from its workers a promise 
that they would not join a union, and that 
“it is the clear duty of the court to protect 
those rights. So he dutifully granted an in- 
injunction. He forbade the union and its ren- 
resentatives to interfere with the “business” 
of the company. Then, as the crown of his 
order, he added: “The public is in the position 
of the defendants.”

These 
social-fascists must be thrown aside by the 
workers, as a first step, if they mean to start 
a struggle and to accomplish anything by it. 
‘They must set up leading strike committees 
totally independent of the machinery of the 
A. F. of L., elect to them representatives not 
only of the organized, but also of the unorgan- 
ized® workers, and, what is more, they must 
organize new revolutionary unions and branches 
of the Trade Union Unity League. These 
should form an organized mass foundation of 
uncompromising proletarian class struggle, 
with a clear understanding of the objectives. 
The most dangerous opponents in the labor 
movement are to be considered such “left” 
leaders of trade union, cooperative and poli- 
tical labor organizations who in essence are 
ordinary social-democrats, syndicalists or other 
opportunists. They must be timely and piti- 
lessly exposed, no matter under what ‘label 
they appear. So that they may not gain by 
fake means the confidence of the masses, We 
must not allow them for a moment to obscure 
the vast differences between Communism and 
opportunism, and must point out even more 
clearly, both in theory and practice, the prin- 
ciples and the revolutionary and Marxian-Len- 
inist substance of the Communist movement. 


Such is the basic line of the Communist 
Party in the present pericl. The opportunists, 
some of whom marched with the Communist 
Parties during the second period of post-war 
capitalism, have now, in the third period, de- 
clared open war on the Communist Parties and 
the Communist International—all along the 
line. Why? Becausé now, with the sharpening 
of the class struggles, when the Communist 
movement had to strike a course in the direc- 
tion of more relentless class struggles, the 
‘opportunists (even those who were in.the Com- 
munist ranks) have turned more to the Right. 
In their estimate, relative capitalist stabiliza- 
tion is not in a precarious state, but is being 
further consolidated, capitalism is not experi- 
encing a serious crisis and is not being men- 
aced by one, there is no radicalization of the 


ary ultimate demands. In this connection it is 
particularly necessary more to accentuate the
